GREETINGS: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  to  meet  in  the  RED 
OAK  SCHOOL  in  Merrimac  on  May  5,  1986  at  8:00  p.m.  to  act  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  articles,  namely:

Whether  or  not  to  accept  the  Emergency  Plans  for  the  Seabrook  Nuclear 
Power  Plant  was  one  of  the  major  issues  faced  by  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Merrimac.  An  article  presented  at  Town  Meeting  enabled  the  residents  to  voice 
their  opposition  to  the  Emergency  Plans. 

Growth  issues  have  continued  to  surface  in  light  of  the  many  proposed 
developments.  The  effect  on  services  available  to  residents  is  the  major  concern. 
Schools,  water,  police  and  fire  protection,  highway  maintenance  and  landfill  are 
some  of  the  services  that  will  be  affected.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  formed 
a  Task  Force  on  Growth  to  study  these  issues  and  have  also  tightened  communica¬ 
tions  between  the  various  boards  responsible  for  monitoring  the  Zoning  By-Laws. 

The  Telephone  Service  problems  have  been  addressed  by  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  and  an  updated  system  has  been  promised  to  the  town  by  1989.  Repairs  of 
the  current  system  are  being  completed. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  thank  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  for 
their  continued  support  on  these  and  other  issues.

1986 

The  Council  on  Aging  continued  this  year  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  elder 
community  of  Merrimac,  under  the  leadership  of  Director,  Nancy  Knights. 

The  Council’s  major  function  is  to  provide  services  and  information  to 
everyone  who  calls  on  us.  This  may  involve  not  only  seniors,  but  families  of 
seniors  or  younger  people  planning  for  their  retirement  years. 

An  extensive  program  this  year,  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Executive  Of¬ 
fice  of  Elder  Affairs,  was  a  seven- week  series  of  workshops  on  Retirement  Plan¬ 
ning.

There  is  now  a  grief-support 
group  meeting  one  morning  a  week  co-ordinated  by  the  Director  and  a  Merrimac 
senior  citizen. 

In  May  we  hosted  a  party  at  the  Senior  Center  recognizing  the  many  volunteers 
who  have  helped  the  Center  function  over  the  past  year.  Many  programs  and 
classes  are  offered  at  the  Center  and  everyone  is  welcome  to  be  a  part  of  them. 
Meals  are  served  at  noon  Monday  through  Friday  at  the  Center  and  delivered 
to  the  homebound  as  well.  Legal  aid,  nursing  service,  informational  meetings 
and  surplus  food  distribution  are  among  the  offerings  of  the  Center. 

Everyone  is  welcome  to  join  the  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  fund¬ 
raising  arm  of  the  organization,  and  help  plan  their  many  activities  on  our  behalf. 

The  Council  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7  p.m.  at  the 
Senior  Center.  Anyone  is  welcome  to  attend.

With  much  regret  the  Board  accepted  the  resignations  of  Thomas  Pariseau 
in  August  and  Jane  Rines  in  November.  This  was  an  enormous  loss  to  the  Board 
for  their  committment  and  service  were  exemplary.  Because  a  quorum  of  two 
is  required  to  conduct  official  business,  one  vacancy  was  filled  in  December  by 
the  Selectmen  who  appointed  George  Waterhouse  to  serve  until  the  May  election. 

Court  action  proceeded  against  those  homeowners  not  complying  with  sewer 
hook-up.  All  homes  accessable  to  the  sewer  must  be  connected  by  June  of  1987, 
including  those  previously  exempted  because  of  certified  problem-free  septic 
systems. 

Eileen  Stepanian,  Public  Health  Nurse,  conducted  the  following  Immuniza¬ 
tion  Clinics:  At  the  public  schools,  immunization  against  childhood  diseases;  at 
the  Senior  Center,  Merri  Village,  Northshore  Community  Center  and  the 
Donaghue  School  immunization  against  influenza  for  adults  with  chronic  diseases; 
and  at  the  Donaghue  School  with  Dr.  Henry  Lyons  of  Newburyport,  immuniza¬ 
tion  against  rabies  for  dogs.  Dr.  Lyons  donates  his  services  each  year  at  these 
clinics  and  the  Board  is  deeply  grateful  to  him.  In  addition  to  making  home  visits 
for  skilled  nursing  care,  Mrs.  Stepanian  conducted  weekly  blood  pressure  screen¬ 
ing  clinics  at  the  Senior  Center  and  at  Merri  Village.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  herewith  their  llOth 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1986. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  to  the  tax  payers  of  Merrimac  that  through  the  capable 
efforts  of  Head  Librarian  Carole  A.  McCarthy  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  was 
awarded,  in  December,  a  four  and  one-half  thousand  dollar  Resource  Sharing 
Microcomputer  Grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners. 
The  computer  equipment  aoquired  through  the  grant  enables  us  to  join  a  resource 
consortium  with  neighboring  libraries  and  the  greater  Merrimack  valley  through 
the  regional  headquarters  at  Memorial  Hall  Library  in  Andover.  Once  on  line, 
the  system  will  afford  every  Merrimac  patron  instant  access  to  the  thousands  of 
volumes  held  by  the  consortium  plus  more  efficient  service  for  our  own  collection. 

One  staff  change  was  necessitated  this  year  by  the  resignation  of  Eloise 
Schoeppner  as  Children’s  Librarian  in  September.  The  position  was  filled  in  Oc¬ 
tober,  1986,  by  the  appointment  of  Phyllis  Bailin.  The  library  programs  for 
children  continue  to  be  well  received  and  currently  contain  a  standard  three  story 
hours  per  week  plus  two  movie  afternoons  and  two  crafts  per  month.  One  of  the 
most  successful  children’s  activities  during  the  summer  involved  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  replica  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and  it’s  display  during  the  parade  on 
Old  Home  Day. 

Similar  to  last  year,  we  must  again  report  with  regret  the  resignation  of  a 
long  time  and  valued  trustee,  Nannette  P.  Becker.  Her  own  professional  training 
as  a  librarian  and  devotion  to  the  obligations  of  being  a  trustee  have  been  a  con¬ 
siderable  benefit  to  the  operation  of  this  board.  Late  in  the  year,  the  trusstees, 
in  concert  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  appointed  Yvonne  Daniels  Cosgrove  to 
complete  the  unexpired  term.  We  eagerly  welcome  Mrs.  Cosgrove  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  and  hope  that  she  enjoys  many  years  of  service. 

Again  the  “Friends  of  the  Library”  have  provided  valuable  support  services. 
In  particular,  they  have  upgraded  the  copy  machine,  purchased  a  Christmas  tree 
for  the  library,  sponsored  a  Christmas  open  house,  acquired  a  family  pass  to  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  once  more  conducted  their  annual  gala  tall  Harvest 
Festival”.  There  are  many  other  times  and  ways,  too  numerous  to  mention,  that 
the  “Friends”  have  helped  the  library  and  the  trustees  wish  to  express  their 
appreciation. 


The  library  building  continues  to  be  used  by  a  number  of  civic  and  com¬ 
munity  groups  for  meetings.  As  well,  the  staff  continues  to  work  closely  with 
the  local  sohools,  Council  on  Aging,  Day  Care  Center  and  related  groups.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac 

The  Merrimac  Playground  Commission  meets  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month 
from  March  through  October  at  7:00  PM  at  the  Merrimac  Public  Library. 

During  the  1986  season,  all  athletic  fields  on  Locust  Street  were  fertilized. 
The  Little  League  infield  was  rototilled  and  filled  with  new  mixture.  A  new  fence 
and  benches  were  installed  on  the  small  softball  diamond.  Thanks  to  the  generosity 
of  the  townspeople,  a  new  lawnmower  was  purchased  on  the  first  of  July.  The 
old  lawnmower  was  declared  surplus  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder.  The  bleachers 
at  the  Babe  Ruth  field  were  painted. 

The  soccer  field  at  the  Town  Forest  was  both  fertilized  and  limed.  Areas 
were  seeded  as  necessary.  The  Commission  thanks  the  members  of  the  Soccer 
Club  who  continue  to  help  improve  the  site. 

Indian  Head  Park  was  maintained  daily  during  the  season.  Gate  duty  is  main¬ 
tained  weekends  from  June  through  Labor  Day  and  daily  from  the  close  of  school 
through  the  end  of  July.  Our  personnel  again  assisted  the  Senior  Citizens  Center 
with  their  annual  picnic.  The  Commission  thanks  the  Highway  Department  for 
their  help. 

Carey  Park  was  mowed  weekly  and  was  also  fertilized. 

The  Summer  Supervised  Play  Program  continued  to  be  very  successful.  More 
than  125  children  were  registered  for  the  6  week  program.  Activities  included 
arts,  crafts,  games,  and  sports.  Weekly  day  trips  were  a  highlight  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  The  Commission  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Merrimac  Lions 
Club  for  their  continued  financial  support  of  this  program.  Also,  our  thanks  to 
the  McGregor-Smith  Bus  Company  for  their  help. 

Again,  during  this  year,  many  acts  of  vandalism  resulted  in  damage  to  the 
Soccer  field,  Little  League  field,  and  Stevens  field.  A  break-in  at  Indian  Head 
Park  resulted  in  all  stored  materials,  used  for  the  summer  play  program  being 
stolen  or  destroyed.  Also  destroyed  at  this  time  were  all  stored  wooden  items 
and  maintenance  equipment  kept  there.  Our  losses  this  past  year  were  almost 
$4,000,  and  restitution  and/or  insurance  payments  totaled  $2,800.  Too  much  of 
our  budget  has  to  go  for  replacing  and/or  repairing  damaged  areas/equipment, 
and  this  prevents  us  from  expending  our  funds  as  planned.  We  would  appreciate 
the  cooperation  of  townspeople  to  help  stop  these  acts.  Please  contact  the  police 
when  you  observe  any  unusual  activities  on  any  of  the  recreational  areas. 
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The  William  Bickford  Memorial  Award,  given  annually  to  a  Babe  Ruth  player 
who  demonstrates  outstanding  sportsmanship,  was  presented  to  Thomas  Sayers. 


The  Commission  voted  unanimously  to  honor  George  J.P.  Stevens,  who 
retired  after  40  years  of  service  to  the  town  of  Merrimac,  by  naming  the  main 
ball  field  at  Locust  Street  the  George  J.P. Stevens  field.  George  served  as  a 
playground  commissioner  for  more  than  30  years,  and  many  of  the  recreational 
areas  and  programs  were  developed  during  his  tenure  on  the  committee.  The  for¬ 
mal  dedication  of  this  field  will  be  early  in  June. 

Finally,  the  Commission  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  their  dedicated 
employees  for  their  efforts  throughout  the  recreation  season  and  to  the  residents 
of  Merrimac  who  helped  by  giving  of  their  time  on  behalf  of  the  youth  of  our 
community.

The  sewer  system  has  been  in  operation  for  four  years,  this  is  the  first  year 
it  has  operated  in  the  black  by  $2,970.57. 

A  total  of  926  houses  are  now  connected  to  the  system.  Permits  have  been 
taken  out  by  16  homeowners  and  are  awaiting  connection.  The  Board  of  Health 
has  declared  28  homes  to  have  working,  on-site  septic  systems,  therefore,  these 
are  exempt  from  the  system  until  June  1987. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  officially  named  the  road  to  the  treatment  plant 
“Federal  Way”. 

William  Raper  accepted  the  write-in  votes  he  received  to  replace  Robert 
Bergeron  who  moved  from  town.  Louis  Bibeau  accepted  the  write-in  votes  he 
received  to  replace  Gordon  Rines  who  did  not  run  for  re-election.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  appointed  John  Cryan  to  the  Board  after  Albert  Lay  resigned. 

The  Board  has  adopted  a  policy  for  sewer  extensions.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  had  several  hearings  on  Notices 
of  Intent  concerning  development  plans  in  the  Town,  as  well  as  continuing  work 
on  projects  having  potentially  great  impact  on  future  town  growth,  such  as  the 
Long  Pond  development  and  the  Sargent’s  Farm’s  application  to  the  state.  Site 
visits  have  been  made  to  inspect  work  in  progress  and  proposed,  and  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Act  (Massachusetts  General  Law.  Chapter 
131,  Section  40).  Part  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  this  year  involved  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  violations  of  the  Act,  an  activity  that  will  be  vigorously  pursued 
in  the  future  to  ensure  the  protection  of  Merrimac’s  wetlands  features  and  quali¬ 
ty  of  life. 

This  year  the  Commission  has  had  the  opportunity  to  consider  several  mat¬ 
ters  of  importance  to  the  Town  and  the  work  of  our  group.  Among  these  are: 

1 .  the  need  for  floodplains  and  wetlands  mapping  of  the  Town; 

2  .  the  insertion  into  deed  recordings  on  property  any  restriction  pertaining  to 

wetlands  on  such  property  to  prevent  future  large  scale  development  of  pro¬ 
hibited  areas  as  well  as  “filling  by  the  wheelbarrow  full”; 

3  .  written  and  other  support  for  the  Sargent  Farm  application  to  help  protect 

this  precious  resource  for  the  Town; 

4 .  means  of  enforcement  of  the  rules  relating  to  the  McLaren  Trail  to  preserve 
it  for  “passive  recreation  only”,  in  accordance  with  the  previously  expressed 
wishes  of  the  Town  and  the  laws  of  Massachusetts.  At  a  special  town  meeting 
in  the  Fall,  the  Town  voted  funds  to  make  repairs  to  the  Trail  to  protect 
the  way  it  is  used; 

5  .  consideration  of  the  type  and  extent  of  work  that  can  be  undertaken  on  the 
border  of  Lake  Attitash; 

6 .  the  polluting  and  other  effects  of  industrial  waste  discharge  on  water 
resources  and  on  the  waste  treatment  facility;  and 

7  .  the  overall  effect  of  growth  on  the  town’s  facilities  and  resources,  particularly 
as  this  affects  wetlands  and  aspects  of  the  Master  Plan.

WHITTIER  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

From:  Ruth  Parker,  Whittier  Representative 

Richard  M.  Kay,  Superintendent  Director 

Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  entering  its  fourteenth 
year.  To  date,  we  have  graduated  3735  students  from  a  regular  day  school  pro¬ 
gram  and  584  students  from  our  post  secondary  courses. 

In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  School  Improvement  Law  (Chapter  188), 
Whittier  has  accomplished  the  following: 

1  .  The  School  Improvement  Council 

A  School  Improvement  Council  comprised  of  administrators,  teachers,  parents 
and  students  has  been  formed,  has  met  a  number  of  times  and  has  made  recom¬ 
mendations  accepted  by  the  School  Committee  for  computer  hardware  and  soft¬ 
ware  for  the  library,  purchase  of  a  used  school  bus  for  Trowel  Trades  (outside 
construction  projects)  and  have  a  fund  for  transportation  and  expenses  for  all 
students  involving  field  trips.  These  monies  total  $13,020. 

2  .  Horace  Mann  Grants 

Progress  is  ongoing  in  four  projects  approved  by  the  School  Committee  for 
teachers  to  develop  various  proposals  which  would  result  in  student  benefit  in 
Journalism  Curriculum,  Special  Needs  Job  Placement,  Basic  Industrial  Sewing, 
and  Computer  Services  Feasibility  Study. 

Whittier,  this  past  year,  has  successfully  completed  the  first  full  scale  ten- 
year  review  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  has 
resulted  in  a  renewal  of  our  accreditation  and  extensive  comments  and  recom¬ 
mendations  by  the  twenty  member  team. 

School  staff  and  students  are  currently  reviewing  this  report  to  formalize  a 
report  to  the  School  Committee  and  then  to  the  Association. 

We  are  proceeding  with  an  in-service  program  run  by  the  Department  of  Social 
Services  and  Whittier  on  Child  Abuse  in  which  all  of  our  faculty  are  required 
to  attend. 
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The  School  Committee  has  been  briefed  on  the  results  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education’s  assessment  testing  program  and  staff  are  proceeding 
to  evaluate  the  results  for  recommendations  to  the  School  Committee  on  implica¬ 
tions  for  curriculum. 


The  architectural  firm  of  LEA  Group  has  been  hired  at  an  approximate  cost 
of  $50,000  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating  and  studying  various  aspects  of  the 
physical  building  and  grounds  which  need  attention/repairs  or  alterations  depen¬ 
ding  upon  cost  factors/benefit  to  students,  decision  of  the  School  Committee.

The  1985-86  school  year  continued  our  philosophy  of  enhancing  the  self- 
worth  of  each  child  within  our  system. 

The  REACH  Program  entered  its  third  year  with  the  continued  focus  of  enrich¬ 
ment  and  special  activities  for  all  students.  The  pull-out  program  for  gifted  and 
talented  students  continued  in  grades  four  through  six. 
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The  Public  School  Improvement  Act,  Chapter  188,  made  available  to  our 
schools  specific  sums  of  money  to  enrich  our  educational  programs.  The  School 
Improvement  Council  consisted  of  parents,  teachers  and  administrators.  The 
following  expenditures  occurred  for  both  schools: 

Francis  N.  Sweetsir  School  -  Installation  of  playground  equipment 

Cultural  all-day  program  -  Northshore  Music 

Program 

Teacher  Conferences 

Helen  R.  Donaghue  School  -  Apple  computer  and  printer

Teacher  Conferences 

Chapter  188  moneys  were  also  used  for  two  state-wide  testing  programs, 
Basic  Skills  and  Assessment  Program.  The  Basic  Skills  Program  was  designed 
to  identify  individual  students  needing  assistance  in  mastering  basic  skills  in 
reading,  writing  and  mathematics.  The  Assessment  Program  focused  on  program 
improvement  in  the  major  curriculum  areas. 

Students  in  grades  three  and  five  were  tested  in  Basic  Skills  and  grade  three 
students  in  Assessment  Testing.  The  results  of  these  tests  will  be  useful  in  deter¬ 
mining  both  the  effectiveness  of  our  curriculum  programs  as  well  as  the  need 
to  strengthen  and  improve  upon  both  curriculum  and  instructional  techniques. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  administration,  Standard  Committee,  and  the 
entire  staff  have  worked  to  address  the  areas  of  promotion  and  retention,  testing, 
curriculum  review/revision,  grading  policies,  accountability,  and  instructional 
strategies. 

Release  days  during  the  85/86  school  year  addressed  the  specific  components 
listed  above.  In  addition,  we  will  be  utilizing  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Funds, 
Chapter  188,  to  continue  work  on  this  project  (school  year  86/87). 

During  the  past  year,  administrators  continued  quarterly  Administrative 
Forums.  These  forums  were  informal  sessions  which  provided  parents  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  discuss  any  and  all  schoolrelated  issues. 
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The  School  Committee,  administrators  and  staff  continue  to  strive  for  im¬ 
provements  in  the  overall  school  program.  Input  from  the  public  is  always 
welcome,  for  ours  are  community  schools  which  need  ideas  and  support  from 
the  entire  community  in  order  to  be  successful.

To  The  Selectmen  And  Citizens  Of  Groveland,  Merrimac  And  West  Newbury: 

The  school  year  began  at  the  Pentucket  Regional  Junior  High  School  with 
a  modified  middle  school  or  team  arrangement  for  students  in  grades  7  and  8. 
Students  in  each  grade  were  assigned  to  one  of  two  teams  of  academic  teachers. 
This  form  of  scheduling  allowed  for  greater  consistency  and  communication  among 
the  teachers  who  worked  with  teams  of  students.  In  addition,  this  arrangement 
allowed  for  greater  flexibility  in  designing  student  schedules  based  on  demonstrated 
ability  levels  in  specific  content  areas. 

The  S.T.R.O.B.E.  (Students  And  Teachers  Reaching  Out  Beyond  Expecta¬ 
tions)  program  went  into  its  first  year  of  operation,  serving  the  enrichment  needs 
of  all  grade  level  7  students  as  well  as  addressing  specific  gifts  and  talents  among 
the  greater  student  population.  Students  competed  in  the  Knowledge  Master  Col¬ 
lege  Bowl  for  the  first  time,  and  were  ranked  number  one  in  Massachusetts  and 
in  the  top  10  per  cent  across  the  nation.  The  S.T.R.O.B.E.  program  will  be  ex¬ 
panded  in  subsequent  years  to  include  8th  and  9th  grade  students  more  directly. 

This  year  the  Junior  High  School  Parent  Support  Group  was  organized.  This 
group,  comprised  of  interested  parents  and  staff  members,  is  designed  to  both 
improve  the  communication  with  the  community  at  large  and  to  provide  direct 
support  for  the  staff  and  students  at  the  Junior  High  School.  The  parent  group 
assisted  in  the  incoming  7th  grade  orientation  program  as  well  as  the  first  annual 
student  honors  convocation,  held  in  May. 

The  leadership  of  the  Junior  High  School  underwent  a  change  during  this 
year,  as  did  the  leadership  of  the  school  district.  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Jenkins  joined 
the  school  district  as  the  new  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  January  of  1986.  At 
the  end  of  January,  Mr.  Francis  Ferreira,  Principal  of  the  Junior  High  School 
since  1968,  resigned.  Ms.  Betty  Allen,  then  Assistant  Superintendent  For  Cur¬ 
riculum,  was  named  Acting  Principal.  The  School  Committee  approved  Ms.  Allen 
to  the  Principalship  position  on  a  permanent  basis  in  June  of  1986. 

At  the  Senior  High  School,  there  continues  to  be  an  on-going  review,  revi¬ 
sion  and  updating  of  the  curriculum  to  provide  more  educational  opportunities 
for  Pentucket  students.  A  newly  established  reading  laboratory  has  provided  more 
individualized  support  for  students  in  reading.  The  Foreign  Language  Depart¬ 
ment  offered  a  course  in  Russian  Language.  The  Art  curriculum  now  includes 
courses  in  sculpturing  and  printmaking.  The  English  Department  offered  enrich¬ 
ment  electives  in  areas  such  as  public  speaking  and  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
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(S.A.T.)  preparation.  Interscholastic  athletic  teams  were  added  to  the  program 
in  girls  and  boys  soccer,  and  ice  hockey.  A  semester  course  in  economics  was 
added  by  the  Social  Studies  Department,  and  a  structured  in-school  suspension 
program  was  initiated  school  wide. 

A  six-day  cycle  for  student  scheduling  was  implemented  to  allow  students 
to  take  full  advantage  of  a  wide  range  of  course  offerings  and  to  maximize  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  our  resources  and  facilities. 

The  building  addition  to  the  Industrial  Arts  facility  (most  of  the  construction 
being  done  by  students  from  Whittier  Regional  Vocational-Technical  High  School) 
and  our  expanded  computer  center  have  substantially  improved  the  programs  in 
Industrial  Arts  and  Mathematics. 

All  of  the  aforementioned  programatic  improvements  have  come  about  as 
a  result  of  an  on-going  review  of  existing  programs  in  light  of  changes  in  cur¬ 
riculum  and  guidelines  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  and  results 
from  Scholastic  Aptitude  Testing.  These  changes  are  the  result  of  cooperative 
efforts  of  the  school  committee,  community  leaders,  the  teachers  and  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  team  at  Pentucket. 

The  school  committee,  administrators  and  school  staff  continue  to  seek  com¬ 
munity  support  for  Pentucket’ s  program  as  together  we  strive  for  excellence  in 
education.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation  of 
all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  41,  Section  108  as  amended;  Moderator,  Town  Clerk;  three  Selectmen, 
Three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Three  Commissioners 
of  Municipal  Light,  Three  Water  Commissioners,  Three  Sewer  Commissioners, 
and  raise,  appropriate  or  transfer  sums  of  money  therefore  and  to  determine  sums 
of  money  to  be  raised,  or  transferred  to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  Fiscal  Year  commencing  July  1 ,  1987  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same,  said  sums  of  money  so  raised,  appropriated  or 
transferred  to  be  expended  for  specific  purposes  to  be  voted;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1987  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  44,  Section  171  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  benefits  provided  under  Chapter 
780,  Acts  of  1980,  “An  act  providing  State  aid  for  Free  Public  Libraries’’,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  for  fiscal  year  1988;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  pay  Haley  and  Ward  Engineering 
Company  for  services  of  supervision  and  inspection  of  sanitary  landfill  for  the 
fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1987;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  hire,  for  a  maximum  period  of  one  year,  a 
full  time  Police  Officer;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  fund  a  series  of  workshops  on  growth 
and  planning  for  members  of  the  Planning  Board;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.

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Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reaffirm  its  vote  at  the  May  1986 
Annual  Town  Meeting  not  to  accept  or  implement  the  Radiological  Emergency 
Response  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Merrimac,  and  not  to  conduct  any  graded  or 
ungraded  test  or  drill  of  the  plan,  and  also  instruct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
honor  this  action  and  to  convey  this  vote  to  the  Governor  and  to  all  other  State, 
Federal  and  Local  officials  or  departments  involved  in  Evacuation  Planning.  This 
motion  shall  remain  in  effect  until  such  time  as  the  Town  Meeting  votes  to  accept 
a  Seabrook  Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  second  hand,  one  ton  Hot 
Top  Roller,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  Back  Hoe  for  the  Highway 
Department,  using  the  present  Back  Hoe  as  a  Trade-in;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  Purchase  land  for  the  Cemetery  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  use  of  additional  lots;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  and  redeveloping  wells 
at  the  Sargent  Well  field;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  new  well  at  the 
Sargent  Well  field;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  installing  Chemical  Injection 
Wells  at  the  East  Main  Street  Well  field;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Water 
Commissioners  for  water  supply  exploration;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  develop  Emergency  Response  Plans 
for  the  protection  of  the  health  and  safety  of  Town  residents  when  the  Seabrook 
Station  Nuclear  Power  Plant  goes  into  commercial  operation,  providing  that  no 
such  plans  are  to  be  used  to  formally  support  the  licensing  of  Seabrook  Station. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  Chain  Link  Fences  for  the  first 
base  side  of  the  Girls’  Softball  Field  and  for  the  new  backstop  on  the  Babe  Ruth 
Field;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  fund  the  building  of  a  structure  on  the 
site  of  Stevens  Field;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  repaving  and  restructuring  the  tennis 
courts  on  Union  Street;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  repair  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the 
body  on  Engine  #34;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  perform  duties  and  incur  expenses  relating  to  any  equalization  or  revaluation 
of  the  Town;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  hire  themselves  at  the  rate 
of  $5.00  per  hour  and  to  hire  such  other  necessary  assistance  as  the  Board  of 
Assessors  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the  reserve  fund  for  appropriation  for 
revaluation. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  computer  and  software  for 
the  Assessors  Office;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  71,  Section  52, 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  to  set  the  salary  for  Pentucket  Regional  School  Com¬ 
mittee  members;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  limit  Building  Permits  held  in  Com¬ 
mon  Ownership  Sub-divisions  to  a  maximum  of  ten  percent  per  year  of  the  number 
of  lots  eligible  for  Building  Permits  in  each  sub-division  or  for  parcels  contain¬ 
ing  less  than  the  ten  (10)  lots,  not  more  than  one(l)  lot  so  held  shall  be  eligible 
for  a  Building  permit  for  a  dwelling  each  year;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 


PHASED  DEVELOPMENT 

1 .  Building  permits  for  the  construction  of  dwellings  on  lots  held  in  common 
ownership  on  the  effective  date  of  this  provision  shall  not  be  granted  at  a 
rate  per  annum  greater  than  as  permitted  by  the  following  schedule  com¬ 
mencing  in  the  year  such  lots  are  subdivided  or  in  the  year  this  provision 
becomes  effective,  whichever  is  later: 

(a)  For  parcels  held  in  common  ownership  containing  ten  (10)  lots  or  more 
than  one-tenth  (1/10)  the  actual  number  of-lots  so  held  shall  be  eligible 
for  a  building  permit  for  a  dwelling  each  year. 

(b)  For  parcels  held  in  common  ownership  containing  less  then  ten  (10) 
lots,  not  more  than  one  (1)  lot  so  held  shall  be  eligible  for  a  building 
permit  for  a  dwelling  each  year. 

(c)  Lots  can  be  sold  at  any  time  for  the  construction  of  houses  in  designated 
future  years.  However,  any  lots  in  a  subdivision  covered  by  this  provi¬ 
sion  hereafter  sold  or  otherwise  transferred  to  another  owner  shall  in¬ 
clude  in  the  deed  the  earliest  date  on  which  construction  may  be  com¬ 
menced  in  accordance  with  these  provisions. 

(d)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  building  permit  issued 
to  a  natural  person  who  is  or  is  about  to  become  domiciled  in  Mer- 
rimac  if  that  person  executes  a  covenant  running  with  the  land  and  in 
favor  of  the  town  for  a  period  lasting  not  less  than  five  (5)  years  from 
the  date  of  issuance  of  an  occupancy  permit  for  the  dwelling.  The  cove¬ 
nant  shall  provide  that  the  dwelling  shall  be  used  only  as  that  person’s 
owneroccupied  residence  year  round  and  that  it  may  not  be  offered  for 
seasonal  rental  during  the  period  when  the  convenant  is  in  force.  The 
foregoing  relief  shall  not  be  available  if  any  preexisting  dwelling  re¬ 
mains  on  the  lot  or  to  a  person  who  has  made  use  previously  of  the 
foregoing  relief  and  who  requests  relief  again  during  the  period  when 
the  prior  convenant  is  in  force. 
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2  .  Anything  hereinbefore  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  said  covenant  referred 
to  in  this  section  shall  not  impede,  interfere  with,  be  binding  upon  or  be 
held  in  any  way  to  the  mortagage  rights  of  any  bank  or  trust  company  which 
may  from  time  to  time,  grant  mortage  on  or,  as  a  conseguence  of  having 
granted  a  mortgage  hereon,  hold  title  to  any  lot  subject  to  said  covenant 
or  to  any  grantee  of  any  such  mortgage,  bank  or  trust  company  by  way  of 
foreclosure  of  the  right  of  redemption  pursuant  to  Chapter  244  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 


3  .  Relief  from  the  terms  of  said  covenant  referred  to  in  this  section  may  be 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  through  the  issuance  of  a  special  permit 
after  making  a  finding  that  strict  conformance  with  said  covenant  would  im¬ 
pose  an  unreasonable  personal  or  financial  hardship  on  the  owner  of  the 
dwelling  by  reason  of  divorce,  loss  of  employment,  bankruptcy,  loss  of  life, 
severe  sickness  or  such  other  personal  or  financial  hardship  as  the  Board 
of  Appeals  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine  to  be  severe  enough  to  war¬ 
rant  such  relief.  Persons  granted  such  relief  shall  not  be  permitted  to  ex¬ 
ecute  another  covenant  pursuant  to  this  section  for  the  unexpired  period  of 
the  existing  covenant. 

Article^.  To  see  if  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By  Laws  and  the 
Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  by  restricting  the  number  of  two  family 
Hwell ingsTo  be  not  more  than  25  %  of  the  total  number  of  dwellings  in  a  propos¬ 
ed  site  Plan;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 


v  /  Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the 
j\ Town  of  Merrimac  by  chany ing  the  lot  area  requirements  of  Suburban  Residen¬ 
tial  Zone  from  20,000  minimum  square  feet  to  40,000  square  feet. 


Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and 
the  Zonjng^Map  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  by  implementing  a  policy  to  restrict 
the  total  number  of  dwellings  included  on  a  developer’s  site  plan  to  be  completed 
in  any  year  according  to  the  following  schedule:
